VV. King, D-Lucas, who won the 
approval for the shift from just 
technical institutes to community 
colleges, said of the workmen's 
compensation changes:

Claims that death occurred later 
as a result of the injury may he 
ruled valid if the claimant re­

Payment is stopped while an 
employer’s appeal is in progress. 
Mental health dam age as the re­ 
sult cf injury is not considered a 
basis for compensation. 
Claimants would he required to 
submit to examinations by com­ 
pany doctors. 
The Senate was in session al­ 
most five hours, its second long 
day in a row. Action was post­ 
poned on a companion bill to the 
junked technical institutes m eas­ 
ure and one that would fix part 
of the blame for sale of alcohol 
to minors of those youngsters who 
misrepresent their age or iden­ 
tity. 
However, senators passed two 
other minor bills which will go to 
the House with the community col­ 
lege and workm en's compensation 
measures.

Require county auditors *o keep 
a separate record of all steps con 
cerned with sale of land sold for 
delinquent taxes or assessments. 
The House considered six bill 
and defatd two. One of t b o s 
beaten would have permitted tav­ 
ern proprietors to use the state­ 
ment of a minor that he was old 
enough to he served as defense 
evidence in a case ot illegal sale 
failed by one vote to get toe re­ 
quired 70 yeas, and if s consid­ 
ered likely that sponsors will get 
a lawmaker who voted against it 
to move for reconsideration. 
The bill bypassed by the Senate 
was similar, and the Senate took 
postponement action after learn­ 
ing of the House vote. 
'Hie Senate’s surprise decision 
on the community college bill fol­ 
lowed lengthy caucuses by both 
parties. The decision came o \er 
the objections of Sen. Ross Pepple,

So much attention is concentrated on 
manned space flight that it is easy to re­ 
gard this achievement as an end in itself. 
But it is ofcly the means of entering the 
second phase of space exploration — the 
quest of knowledge too difficult for elec­ 
tronic instruments alone. 
Instrumentation 
paved 
the 
way 
for 
m an's entry and it will continue to pro­ 
vide 
the 
backbone 
of future advance­ 
ments. It has, however, progressed about 
as far as it can without the guiding hand 
of an on-the-spot human being. 
Remote control of communication sat­ 
ellites, orbiting reconnaissance stations or 
way-out space platforms will be limited to 
minor adjustments of television cameras, 
radio contact and some directional moti­ 
vation. 
When many complex man-made satel­ 
lites are orbiting this planet and extending 
the sphere of human investigation far into 
the u n i v e r s e , the greatest stumbling 
block to the successful completion of their 
missions will be inevitable, and expected, 
mechanical 
malfunctions. 
Only 
human 
technicians and repairmen on the scene 


will be able to keep the expensive assort­ 
ment of space hardware in working order. 
To some, who mac have imagined man 
as the eyes, ears and mouthpiece of per­ 
manent satellite programs, relegating him 
to the role of e l e c t r o n i c baby sitter 
m ay seem as inglorious pursuit. But, as 
Dr. S. F. Singer of the University of Mary­ 
land informed the A m e r i c a n Associa­ 
tion for the Advancement of Science the 
other day, man is the only “ non-linear. 
150-pound servomechanical system which 
can be mass-produced by unskilled labor.” 
What this uncomplimentary description 
really means is that man is indispensable 
to further investigation of the universe.

MARVIN Steely m ak es it sound 
simple. He says he faithfully fol­ 
lows the advice of the experts. 
And if a certain lawn seed com ­ 
pany in M arysville does not feel 
its ears burning I do 
not 
know 
why. Steely says he follows their 
lawn m aking procedure. He uses 
the seed, the fertilizer, the weed 
killers 
and 
even 
the equipment 
suggested by the firm. 
Steely m oved 
into 
this 
quaint 
salt box type house from his big 
ta rm home alm ost 14 y ears ago. It 
tok about two y ears to get the 
law n under control and since then 
it’s all been smooth sailing. 
Now. Steely fertilizes the lawn 
three times yearly, lit* uses the 
pre • emergence control for crab­ 
grass. Ile cuts his lawn regularly 
whenever it is necessary, taking 
care that it never gets too long. 
lie sets the 
m o w e r between 
two and three inches. Ile spM 
sprays for weeds like dandelion. 
Mrs*. S t e e l y re m e m b e re d how 
w eedy the lawn w as when they 
first moved there. P lan tain , dock, 
dandelion, everything was growing 
in the front y ard except grass. 
F irst of all the Steelys e ra d ic a t­ 
ed the w eeds with a weed killer.

“ You'll ruin your I awm with all 
that weed killing stuff.” 
Mrs. Steely recalls th at she an ­ 
sw ered “ What lawn n 
The dead weeds m ade large hare 
spots. Steely reseeded these spots j 
and in a very few m onths he had 
a good stand of grass. Since then 
he has found it unnecessary to do 
m uch reseeding. When he kills a 
weed the grass just fills the space 
autom atically.

After Bloom 


P ersian lilacs have stolen the 
show this y ear in Pickaw ay Coun­ 
ty. Aim* st every specim en of this 
beautiful shrub that we have seen 
has perform ed exceptionally well 
this spring. 
Bushes are loaded with grace­ 
ful clusters of lilac flowers. 
The com m on lilac which bloom ­ 
ed so magnificently last y e a r has 
not been at its best this spring 
Our t h e o r y that a cool spring 
m anifests i t s e l f in fine bright 
colored 
lilacs 
has 
been 
proven 
wrong. 
The bloom in most cases has not 
been heavy and the color not as 
vivid as last vear. 
A NOTABLE exception is to he 
found in a corner of C h r i s t i a n 
S chw arz’s yard on Watt St. where 
he has several excellent specim ens 
of the F ren ch lilac-. 
P runing tim e for lilacs follows 
their blooming season. S evere a n ­ 
nual pruning is not recom m ended. 
But suckers should be rem ov ed at 
the tim e the --pent flower heads are 
snipped off. 
Wiien plants are becom ing weak 
and few flower heaths are form ed 
the w eak inside wood should be 
rem ove I This s h o u I d be follow­ 
ed by application of a good fertiliz­ 
er. 
Overgrown

pruned back to old wood. New 
shoots will he formed from dor­ 
mant buds. 
O vergrow n hushes (lilacs some 
tim es reach a height of 20 feet) he 
com e l e g g y and unsightly.

When the bushes are severely 
pruned they must he heavily fer­ 
tilized and kept w atered during hot 
w eather.
